(Sallie Nelson and Anna Perez attended the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews this summer. Sallie's first-hand report of the proceedings 
is presented below.) 

Sponsored by the Whitney G.O., Anna Perez and I attended the 
National Conference of Christians and Jews from August 27 to Sep¬ 
tember 1. The conference was held^ 
at the modern University Settlement 
Camp in Beacon, New York. 

It proved to be a very worthwhile 
experience. One that was both in¬ 
teresting and enlightening. 

Each day consisted of a content 
session with a guest speaker. Many 
of the speakers proved to be very 
interesting, but a few were a bit bor¬ 
ing. The topics ranged from integra¬ 
tion to Rikers Island parolees. 

The first speaker was Professor 
Sidney Simon of Queens College. His 
speech about the parolees of Rikers 
Island impressed me very much. 

Carfare and Sandwiches 

Did you know that these people 
are given carfare and sandwiches and 
that they are expected to start a new 
life from this? That is the reason 
why over 89 per cent of them are 
sent back to prison. They don’t really 
have a chance to build their lives 
again and become somebody. 

Dr. Robert Johnson of New York 
University, and Miss Shirley Smith, 
director of the Women’s African Com¬ 
mittee, also addressed the group. 

They discussed the integration move¬ 
ments in the south and the northern 
housing conditions for African immi¬ 
grants coming into the United States. 

We then listened to a panel con¬ 
sisting of a Catholic Father, a Jewish 
Rabbi, and a Protestant Reverend. 

They discussed many things about 
religion. 

Two of the other speakers were Mr. 

Joseph Monserrat, chief of the migra¬ 
tion division, department of labor, 
commonwealth of Puerto Rico; and 
Mr. Irving Goldaber, assistant direc¬ 
tor of intergroup relations. 

We enjoyed listening to the speak¬ 
ers, but we didn’t spend all of our 
time attending lectures. We also had 
social dancing, pool parties, a talent 
show, and the last night we had a 
bonfire.
